1.  Colorado  apparently  did  not  do  water  quality  checks  in  2014  (following  the  2012  update 
of  the  2010  water  quality  assessments  - according  to  a cancellation  memo  — skipping  what 
the  Clean  Water  Act  requires.  What  concerns  did/does  the  EPA  raise  about  Colorado 
skipping  this  activity?  Can  the  state  simply  cancel  the  2014  Section  303(d)  listing  process? 
(The  governor  apparently  identified  water  supply  projects  as  a high  priority  and  shifted  staff 
responsibilities  accordingly.)  We  need  the  EPA  position  on  this. 
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When  the  EPA  designates  a site  for  superfund  cleanup,  does  that  mean  money  is  available? 
Or  is  there  a second  step  depending  on  Congress  that  determines  whether  a superfund 
cleanup  actually  happens?
